governs the basic tooling and assembly problem 
The stages through which this has come about are logical 
and similar to those of a great many more homely objects 
First the engineers, as distinct from the body 
builders, made a chassis. This was rigid—as far as it was 
possible or necessary to make it—and formed a solid 
foundation upon which the coachbuilders couid go to work 
Craftsmen in wood built up a framework on which panel- 
ling was laid. Any variations in exterior shape were, for 
the most part, limited to abaft the windscreen, with a cer- 
tain amount of variation in the front wings. Radiator and 
bonnet remained substantially unchanged throughout the 
years and thus the fronts of the cars of the ’twenties and 
thirties grew familiar; identity was an easy matter.

Then came the pioneers—the Chrysler Airflow, the 
Czechoslovakian Tatra, and the Fitzmaurice Singer come 
to mind, though there were others. Considerations of wind- 
cheating and ease of cleaning—in addition, of course, to 
increasing the body width—prompted these. There was 
a growing tendency to eliminate running boards and, 
ultimately, wings. Whether this trend resulted from a 
genuine desire on the part of the manufacturers to meet 
public needs is not known. Certainly the pioneers in this 
form of styling were greeted with very mixed feelings 
However, public opinion, malleable to the last, accepted 
what it brought. 

From the production side it introduced many problems, 
but, as one or two manufacturers had started off, the others 
had to face the problems and follow. The breaking up of 
the main panels into separate sections needed careful study 
to avoid extremely difficult pressings which might strain to 
its limit the ductility of the metal used, with the resultant 
press shop wastage. There was also the consideration of 
damage resulting from accidents. 

Thus, what was the secondary consideration, a body built 
by craftsmen of an entirely different calling from those who 
built the chassis, has become a major component. The 
modern integral body-cum-chassis has usurped the coach- 
builders’ product and the styling and body engineering 
departments have come into being. Their work starts off 
the long chain of events which culminates in the cars roll-

riven of a speed trap over a measured distance, 
“tailing” by a police car or motor cycle. In the first case 
the offender’s speed over a measured stretch of road 1 
timed by two which are synchronized and 
checked; the result is that the prosecution can give factual 
evidence that the offender covered, say, a quarter of a mile 
in 224 seconds—equalling a speed of 40 m.p.h. With the 
econd form of evidence, the offender is tailed by a car or 
motor cycle which keeps an even distance behind him for 
i period. The follower can then say that he kept behind 
the offender’s car at an even distance of, say, 30 yards, over 
three-tenths of a mile, during which time the speedometer 
in the following vehicle registered a maximum of 42 and 
a minimum of 37 m.p.h. Here, evidence may be required 
that the speedometer of the follower’s vehicle was accurate; 
in most police prosecutions the speedometer is checked by 
a superior officer in the policeman’s presence and it can 
then be said in evidence that the speedometer was checked 
and found correct. The speedometer is usually checked 
after the alleged offence—say, within twelve hours—so that 
the likelihood of error is small 

As a prosecution for speeding involves so much proven 
fact it is very hard to establish an effective defence. If the 
police prove that the offender broke a speed Imit then he 
has virtually no answer. It is no use pleading urgency or 
necessity, although the penalty might be mitigated in the 
light of such circumstances. In law, under Section 3 of 
the Road Traffic Act, 1934, vehicles can be exempted from 
a speed limit when they are being used only for fire brigade, 
ambulance or police purposes and then only if observance 
of the limit would be likely to hinder the use of the vehicle 
in that capacity.

Licence Production 


A person prosecuted for exceeding the speed limit is 
required by Section 33 of the Road Traffic Act, 1934, 
either to send his driving licence by post to the clerk of 
the court to reach him, at the latest, the day before the 
summons is due for hearing; or, if he attends court in 
person, to have his driving licence with him. This is 
because a licence is usually endorsed on a conviction for 
speeding. If the driving licence has not been sent to the 
court or the driver has not brought it with him, then the 
licence is suspended under this section until such time as 
it is produced to the court; for this reason the courts do 
not usually order an endorsement if the licence is not 
present but will adjourn the case until it is available 
Usually a note saying that a person summoned for speed- 
ing must produce his licence is printed prominently on the 
summons form. 

Although everyday life gets more and more hectic in

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THE STORY OF A RARE MOTORING 
ABROAD WITH 


ERY occasionally, the wine of experience overflows the 
glass of expectation and the would-be connoisseur is 
aware that he has approached perfection. Nearly two 

thousand miles with a Bristol 404 has left me the memory 
of one of those rare satisfactions. For this is, perhaps above 
all, the car for the driver; a car that, in unfeeling hands, 
could easily be tortured, but which, recognizing a sympa- 
thetic personality behind the wheel, responds with unin- 
hibited generosity, blossoming into a very queen of the road. 

It is funny how the feeling persists that the Bristol 404’s 
personality is feminine, although a closer analysis of its 
make-up supplies good reasons. There is a real beauty in 
the styling of the car; there is also a complete absence of 
brute force under the bonnet. Instead, there is a reserve 
of stamina, an ability to go on giving its best, which instils 
confidence in the driver that the 1,971 c.c. engine will still 
be revving happily when more brutal units have exhausted 
their energy. It is only from the rear that masculinity wins 
the 404; from there the shape is wicked, rakish, with 
shoulders consciously hunched in the knowledge of the 
car’s powers. 

As a lesson in power extraction, Bristol outputs are re- 
markable. At 5,000 r.p.m., the 403 (the normal saloon) has 
100 b.hip. available. The 404 can have two stages of tune; 
the lesser gives 105 bhp. at 5,000 r.p.m., and the other, 
in conjunction with a special camshaft, 125 b.h.p. at 5,500 
What the formula 2 exponents were getting last year is only 
hearsay, but probably about 150 bhp. at 6,200 rpm 
Remarkable, in all the stages. PHY 404, the car concerned 
in this article, has 105 b.h.p. at the behest of its driver, on 
a compression ratio of 8.5 to 1, and a maximum torque of 
123 Ib ft at 3,750 r.p.m. 

You will recall that the Bristol engine is an in-line six 
with hemispherical combustion chambers and overhead 
valves. The chain-driven side camshaft, with dual sprockets, 
operates long vertical push-rods and rockers whose subsidiary 
lobes transmit reciprocation to the auxiliary cross push-rods 
which open the exhaust valves. These operate through trove 
exhaust rockers over on the other side of the head. The 
interim spindle also carries the inlet rockers, which operate

pleasant, and unfailingly induces a true double-declutch for 
the pure pleasure of catching the thrum of the quick 
crescendo as the layshaft is speeded up. 

There is a roadside advertisement in France which claims 
that Vittel, the product concerned, is a water that sings and 
dances. So does the Bristol engine, for it has that hall-mark 
of the high-performance unit, the instant response to the 
throttle and the smooth running up and down through the 
rev range which sends the needle dancing over the black 
and white scale in front of the driver. Amongst many in- 
fluences, one supposes that first-class carburation is the chief 
factor in permitting this. It is wholly a virtue, for the driver 
of a 404 must use the gear box to justify his occupying such 
a driving seat; the flexibility of the engine is such that he 
could employ pottering tactics, get into top gear at 25 m.p.h. 


and stay there. One could drink champagne from an enamel 
mug, but the world of the 404 is a civilized one. 

Moreover, this is a gear 
box to give pleasure for its 


own sake. Coming behind a 
six-spring clutch that has 
been specifically adopted to 
suit 404 characteristics, its 
lever is short and cranked, 
providing remote operation 
of the selectors and forks. 
The action might be 
jewelled. Having started by 
taking a fistful of gear lever 
knob, the 404 driver finds 
after a dozen changes that he 
is using the tips of three 
fingers, and one other trans- 
mission feature causes him 
to throw his inhibitions to 
the winds and extract the 
utmost pleasure from his 
sense of timing. This is the 
freewheel incorporated in 
bottom gear, which permits 
changes into the lowest gear 
to be made with even greater 
facility than is possible with 
syvnchromesh Thus | first

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becomes usable more as a low second, and to permit even a 
ghost of a tinkle from the high-compression head is disgrace 
indeed; at least, on British premium spirit. Over in France 
the super-carburant must have a much lower anti-knock 
rating; in Belgium also, while Holland’s petrol is nearly as 
bad as Spain’s. Across the Channel, therefore, the hand 
ignition control supplements the gear box to keep the song 
of the engine as happy as a lark’s. 

Overall ratios are, like the 403’s, 3.9 to 1, 5.05, 7.12 and 14 
to 1, with reverse 11.22. In the two middle gears—the ones 
that matter in acceleration—a driver selects his r.p.m. figures 
for the point of change almost by instinct. In normal usage 
of the 404, I found myself changing at about 3,500 r.p.m., 
but when driving fast this point moved up a thousand to 
4,500, by which time the matching speed indication was 50 
m.p.h. in second and 70 m.p.h. in third. It could, of course, 
have been higher still, but I have never been able to set my 
teeth and torture an engine up to valve bounce just to see 
where the point is, amy more than I could twist an arm 
until the victim cried out in pain. 


Aperitif 


One had settled into such figures after very few miles from 
the Bristol factory at Filton. With their aid, I covered eight 
miles of the Bath Road in seven minutes on a spring morn- 
ing, and that glass of expectation became even more highly 
polished, for a passage was booked on the cross-Channel 
ferry; Brussels motor road, Eifel Mountains, the Ballon 
d’Alsace and the roads of France .. . this year’s Tulip Rally, 
in fact, as a follower in a car that could play ducks and 
drakes with the rally main road average. 

But engine performance must have its concomitants for 
full enjoyment. Road-holding heads the list of these. The 
Bristol is one of the few cars of its type that retains a 
“conventional” frame, and if the weight implied takes

pensation is more than provided by the solid sit of the car 
on the road. I know the sensation intimately, and shall 
regret the day that it disappears. So far, the substitute 
falls short in an indefinable way. Perhaps rigidity plus 
weight breeds a virtue in combination which is missing 
from any other. This, plus the reasonably stiff-feeling 
action of the front suspension, obtained by an underslung 
and gaitered transverse leaf spring in conjunction with 
wishbones, anti-roll bar and angular-mounted telescopic 
dampers, results in seemingly roll-free cornering at tremen- 
dous speeds; speeds on which there is a bonus from 
Michelin X tyres, fitted as standard. The virtues of these 
extraordinary tyres outweigh their disadvantages for me, 
though I try always to keep in mind the immense store of 
kinetic energy which they are holding in check (centrifugal 
force is proportional to the square of the vehicle speed) 
In other words, if such a tyre loses adhesion it must release 
more stored “ centrifugal energy ” than the tyre which skids 
more readily, and the car must, in consequence, be even-less 
capable of control in its tangential slide. So steady was 
PHY 404 on fast corners that I realized with something 
like surprise that what seemed a flat road surface was 
actually giving the whee-whee-whee of tyre scream that 
one hears on the racing circuit but not often on the road. 
I looked at the speedometer, to see 80 m.p.h. where I should 
have expected 65. 

The steering is what one requires with such suspension. 
It is rack and pinion and superlatively a means of delicate 
transmission to the driver of what is happening at the front 
wheels. You feel the road; you feel the set of the wheels, 
and the response to movements of the steering wheel is 
positive and instantaneous. In only three turns these front 
wheels move from one excellent lock to the other (the car 
could be turned round almost in a dog kennel) and if the 
road were peppered with sixpences you feel that you could 
flatten them one and all. Somewhere at Filton I imagine 
an absolute connoisseur of cars and little groups of men all 


over the factory huddled in corners, looking furtively over 
their shoulders and whispering, “ But will it get past him? ” 
He knew what was what in steering 

The precision in chassis and suspension matters is not 
made woolly at the edges by the body construction as per- 
formance merges into creature comfort. An ash frame and 
a walnut facia of some thickness contribute the remarkable 
firmness of timber, and the aluminium panels which 
cloth the ash are minimum in numbe: The roof and 
rear section appears to be in one, contunuing right down to 
the base of the screen pillars. The interior trim, in a dove- 
grey leather, with carpeting and a nylon roof-lining to 
match, was richly in keeping, and had there been any vibra- 
uuon to absorb the deep, superbly shaped twin seats would 
have absorbed it. As it was, they absorbed every pecu- 
liarity of the human frame so successfully that nights asleep 
in their embrace during the rally were of quite reasonable 
comfort. For my liking the luggage space behind them is 
ample, though I daresay some owners would object to 
extraction of suitcases through the doors, over the tip-up 
seat backs 


Controls 


Everywhere in the car is the reminder that precision is 
a sine qua non of quality, and nowhere more obviously than 
in front of the driver. My immediate liking for the facia 
layout is excusable because it quite strikingly approximates 
to an “ideal” layout which I postulated in an article about 
a year ago.

rubber shrouded vital panel ahead of the driver and visible 
through the twin-spoked steering wheel; the panel also holds 
certain switches and indicators. To its right are mixture 
and ignition controls, with the starter. To the left are the 
radio and incidentals, one or two of which are located at a 
lower shelf level. The absence of symmetry is extra- 
ordinarily restful after the strain that is perceptible in its 
achievement in so many layouts; I am intolerant of false

styling effects and am at a loss 
to see why one dial should 
match another, and why 
switches should necessarily be 
ranged, lead-soldier fashion, on 
either side of an r.p.m. fortress. 
Logic, to me, demands control 
above all in a fast car, and 
therefore I want my instrument 
layout to be designed purely for 
control. 

Sharp chromium needles 
sweep the big dials of m.p.h. 
and r.p.m. on the 404, and very 
handsome the instruments are; 
yet functionally they still are 
not quite up to the standard of 
the vehicle they serve; the in- 
terfering hand of the stylist is

evident, for instance, in the 
endeavour to make the painted 
indicator mark for the fives look 
like a shaped protuberance. It 
isn’t. The multiple central dial 
is frankly fussy. But these are, 
of course, criticisms based on 
idealism; by all normal stan- 
dards the crisply clicking 
switches, the rheostatically con- 
trolled lighting, the use of black 
and white instead of pastel 
shades and chromium, are beyond criticism. One does not 
judge Toscanini by the standards of the village brass band. 

Those whose good fortune it is to drive many cars know 
well how the really good car reveals itself. First, they are 
at home with it in fifty yards; secondly, it is tolerant of 
driver errors, usually extricating him from the consequences 
of a mistake. PHY 404 lived up to the quality reputation 
in these respects, its driver being able to “do what he liked 
with it” almost before it had nosed out of the factory gate. 
(It is fair to record that most of this experience was on dry 
roads.) At the first opportunity one tests the brakes from 
speed, and one expected much with self-adjusting front 
brakes, Al-Fin drums and wheels perforated for brake cool- 
ing. One got it; not, perhaps, at first touch of the pedal, 
but progressively as the pedal went down, until at full pres- 
sure a giant hand reached out of space, seized the flying 404, 
and arrested it as if momentum were a plaything. It would 
do that time after time, equally efficiently, without sign of 
fade, and the robust hand brake took hold of the stationary 
car and restored some of the confidence that umbrella 
handles and the term “parking brake” have dissipated. 
The pedal, I am convinced, was craftily placed in relation 
to the throttle, for heel and toe technique (simultaneous 
operation of brake and throttle) was deliciously easy. “He” 
probably saw to that. 

This was the car, then, that took us first across Belgium

to the Nurburgring, and then far to the south, attracting 
attention wherever it went. And well it might, for if ever 
there was a dainty but efficient shape, the 404 has it. The 
driver sees the two wing pressings, straining out ahead 
like greyhounds neck and neck; the outsider sees a set of 
curves in a lovely harmony with the surroundings, what- 
ever they may be. From a distance, you feel that the 404 
could be picked up and thrown, dart fashion, on a true path 
through the air. Intimately, you are made aware that the 
shape is one that has been strictly dictated by aerodynamic 
principles. Its ease of passage provides one lesson; more 
graphically, what happens to birds that fly into the front. 
In nearly two thousand miles of fast going we did not kill 
a single bird; time and again they would fly down to the 
region of the air intake. Time and again they would be 
borne up, wings stretched, riding the air current that flowed 
up and over the roof peak, keeping a few inches from the 
body, passing harmlessly back to freedom. 

We asked the Dutch rally official if we might go over 
the closed Ballon d’Alsace climb; he looked at the car and 
grinned assent. We must keep competitor’s speed and not 
overtake or stop, and so we were able to do a carefree climb 
over a closed col, six miles of hairpin bends. In fact, the 
car ahead was not one of the faster ones, with the result 
that we held second gear and used the ignition control on 
some of the bends rather than go down into first at high 
revs; but the climb gave one time to think. I do not 


Spring in the Doubs Valley. The Bristol poses unself- 
consciously, high above the tumbling river 
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remember detecting a slide in spite of damp patches on the 
bends, and neither did we experience one on the timed 
descent over the other side of the col. As anyone who has 
chased, say, 750 Renaults down a col knows, the small car 
takes some catching when engines do not matter very much, 
and the descent was hectic, especially as the last three hun- 
dred yards involved a bonus for rally competitors that was 
multiplied by ten. We enjoyed every minute of it, for we 
kept station, though farther back than on the climb. It 
would have been undignified to have dropped back at the 
last, fastest, stage. On this type of road the ability to cross 
hands and go round a hairpin with a minimum shifting 
on the wheel rim is invaluable. Control is preserved. 

To talk cruising speeds with such a car on the Continent 
is absurd. Select the right road and you take your choice. 
On N44 into Rheims from the south we amused ourselves 
by selecting high speeds to hold for a given number of 
miles—and succeeded in each case. The high-speed run 
on which a log was kept (it is reproduced in these pages) 
was sterner stuff, over a route that I reckoned was fairly 
give and take; indeed, Michelin marks it mediocre in places, 
and elsewhere routes bombées. It ran from Belfort through 
Vesoul, Langres and Chaumont to beyond Troyes, starting 
in the hills and winding through built-up areas, and finish- 
ing towards the great plain, with straights appearing, of good 
surface. The hourly totals reflect the conditions; the first 
was 48, the second 52 and the third 64. After that we tired 
of chasing figures and stopped for lunch, and the day 
finished at Valenciennes, on the Belgian border, 328 miles 
away, with an overall average of 41 m.p.h. 


Over 100 m.p.h. 


The highest reading seen was 106 m.p.h., and Bristol’s 
tell me that the oversize tyres result in a 4 per cent error 
on the low side, so that the true speed might well have been 
around 110 m.p.h. It was my wife’s first experience of 
motoring at 100 plus. “It does:’t seem much faster than 
eighty,” she commented. The tribute to the car is implied, 
because 100 m.p.h. on the road remains very fast indeed, 


especially on a route where frost damage warnings needed 
watching for, amd where such damage was occasionally 


bringing us down to the fifties. It was a glorious, sunny 
day in spring, and everything contributed to exhilaration. 
There is a fine savour to fast driving on such a day, in 
such conditions, at the wheel of such a car, especially 
through a country so well loved and beautiful as France. 
As we sat on the hillside eating our lunch, with the Bristol 
opened up to keep down the heat of the sun, a French 
peasant passed us with his horse and harrow. It was the 
abrupt contrast, and we greeted him as from across a cen- 
tury; not for him a brain 
full of internal combustion 
figures—100, five-two, oil 
temperature 60, water 75- 
80, pressure O.K. And yet 
we could feel that he, too, 
belonging as he did to 
France, had an equal ap- 
preciation of living. 

One must pay for the 
really good things in life, 
and in first cost the Bristol 
404 is expensive, for it is 
priced at £2,500 list, which 
is increased by a thousand 
pounds or so in British 
purchase tax. You don’t 
get a Rembrandt for tup- 
pence. On the other hand,

all that the 404 gave us was given at a petrol consumption 
of 22.3 m.p.g., and this was, no doubt, slightly higher than 
it should have been as the result of a persistent leak at a 
pump union. The litre of oil which I put in was almost 
a courtesy topping-up, and the drink of water . . . well, it 
was a hot day, and the Senegalese pump attendant wanted to 
see the engine. 

How does one sum up a machine that gave us ten days of 
bliss? One tries to put it soberly: this is the car for the 
man who has made up his mind as to what constitutes good 
living. It was, perhaps, appropriate that PHY 404’s colour 
was that of a fine red burgundy 
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No better guide to “‘first-timers’’ abroad can be provided 

than an exact record of first impressions, and the duthor of 

this article has deliberately described her journey with that 

end in view. The result is, incidentally, very evocative of 
the spirit of adventure. 











EVEN countries in sixteen days, and 2,700 miles on the 
Continent, seem quite an undertaking for anyone who 
has not driven on the Continent before. Two of our 
party had never been abroad and the other two had not been 
by car on the Continent. When the Editor suggested that I 
should record, as a first-timer abroad and a passenger on 
this trip, some of my impressions, and perhaps some useful 
information for readers who might be planning a similar 
trip, I hesitated to do so because, having covered so much 
ground in so short a time, it is not easy to recall clearly all 
we saw and everything that happened. 

The car was a comparatively new Austin A.40 Somerset 
saloon, and the feminine crew of four comprised the owner 
and a Canadian girl—who were to share the driving, both 
having had a fairly wide experience, including motoring in 
Canada and the U.S.A.—myself and one other girl. Our 
aim was to go to Italy, possibly to reach Rome, and to see 
as much as possible en route. None of us had been to Italy 
before. The trip was made around Eastertime, as we under- 
stood that Italy was very hot and dusty in the summer. 

With four people—and we had decided there must be four 
to share the expenses—we had to keep our luggage down 
to a minimum. We chose to take zip-top holdalls rather 
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than suitcases, as we thought these would pack more easily 
into the locker. We also took food so that we could picnic 
and thus save expense. In the car we had two travelling 
rugs in case it was cold, and, in spite of a heater, we were 
quite glad of these when we reached the snow line. 

All arrangements for shipment, and for taking the car into 
the various countries, were made by the A.A., who also pro- 
vided us with a route, maps and booklets on motoring in 
the different countries. These booklets give useful lists of 
hotels. A screen transfer, giving the road signs and con- 
versions from miles to kilometres, was also provided and 
there is a helpful little booklet issued by the Swiss National 
Tourist Office entitled Hints for Holidays in Switzerland. 

We took the night ferry from Dover to Dunkirk and were 
advised by the A.A. to be alongside by 10 p.m. As the A.A. 
had not been able to book berths we decided to be at Dover 
in good time, hoping to obtain some so that we could rest 
before continuing on our journey. So by 8.30 p.m. we were 
at the A.A. Dover office to collect our tickets, and by 9 
o'clock we were waiting at the dock gates, along with, per- 
haps, a dozen other cars. 

Very soon we were allowed through. Chassis and engine 
numbers were checked, A.A. officials being there to look 
after us. After showing our passports at the Passport Office 
and being asked what money we had in sterling, we were 
allowed to drive on board. A word with the stewardess 
obtained our berths and then we went to the dining saloon 
for a cup of tea before settling down for about 3} hours. 
We did not sleep, possibly owing to excitement, but we also 
found it very hot. Soon after we lay down there was a 
terrific roar which, apparently, was a train coming aboard. 

Disembarking was very efficiently organized and we were 
soon driving off the boat. Having had our passports stamped 
and shown the carnet for the car we had to wait for Customs 
clearance—a matter, apparently, of a green card. We were 
sitting in the car when the driver of the next car, who

evidently knew the ropes and was about to leave, said, “ If 
you want to get away quickly go over to the office” (he 
pointed out to us where to go) “and get your card, other- 
wise you may be stuck here for ages.” We thanked him, 
took his advice and were quickly away. I suppose it was 
now 5 or 5.30 a.m., our watches having been put on one 
hour (Central Continental time is one hour ahead of Green- 
wich Mean Time, and is the same as in Great Britain in the 
summer months). By 8.35 a.m. we were in Brussels, a fine 
city with pleasant environs. Having spent the morning 
looking round, we had lunch at a café and drove on to 
Dinant, a very clean and attractive little town on the River 
Meuse, where we put up for the night 
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Our second day took us through the pleasant Ardennes 
country and the fine city of Luxembourg, across the German 
frontier at. Wasserbillig, on through Trier and the quaint 
town of Bernkastel to the Moselle valley. The night 
was spent at Dieblich, not far from the Koblenz, 
where the Moselle and the Rhine meet. We saw a good 
stretch of the Rhine valley, including the university town 
of Heidelberg, and spent our third night at Freiburg-im- 
Breisgau. 

The fourth day we crossed the Swiss and Austrian 
borders, stopping to look at Zurich and the tiny principality 
of Liechtenstein. Our next overnight stop was at Langen, in 
the Austrian Tyrol, at the approach to the Arlberg Pass. 
This pass, at this season, took us to the snow line and we 
saw some ski-ing. At Innsbruck we went round the shops 
hoping to buy a few souvenirs, as we had been told that in 
Austria things were less expensive than elsewhere. However, 
everything seemed pretty expensive, as in most of the 
countries we visited. 

When visiting so many countries in a short time it is 
difficult to keep the currency values in mind. It is, of course, 
best to keep money in notes as much as possible, as it is not 
always easy to change coins. There are at most of the 
frontiers bureaux de change, but you can sometimes lose 
quite a bit on the exchange; that is why it is best not to cash 
more travellers’ cheques than you need in one country. 
Another point worth mentioning is that, although in Luxem- 
bourg Belgian francs are accepted, Luxembourg money is 
not accepted in Belgium. 

Over the Brenner Pass, which is an easy pass as regards 
driving, and we were in Italy. Almost as soon as we had 
crossed the frontier we felt that the houses in Italy could 
do with some paint, and this impression remained with us 
for the five days which we spent in Italy. On the whole 
it looked dusty and neglected. 


To Venice 


But there are beautiful buildings, with magnificent 


examples of art and architecture in such towns as Florence, 


Venice and Milan. We drove, too, along a wonderfully 
engineered road, by the beautiful Lake Garda, in brilliant 
sunshine, the lake looking magnificently blue, with snow- 
capped mountains on the other side. The city of Venice, 
built on islands separated by canals, has no motor roads, and 
the car is left at a huge modern garage at the entrance to the 
city. The San Marco square in the centre is very fine, but 
some of the back streets, which are only alleys, have no 
attraction at all, and the smell of garlic, which the Italians 
use such a lot in their cooking, is horrible. Anyone wishing 
to stay in Venice, I think, would be well advised to stay at 
the Lido, which has the sea breezes from the Adriatic! To 
reach the centre of the city from the garage one takes a boat 
to San Marco. 

It was not too easy to find accommodation in some of the 
Italian towns, owing to the Easter holiday, and we did not 
fancy enquiring in the smaller places, as we did in Switzer- 
land, where everywhere looks clean and fresh. 

Back in Switzerland our route took us over the Simplon 
Pass. It was late in the afternoon of our tenth day when we 
reached the Italian Customs at Iselle. Having decided that 
it might make too much of a rush to go as far as Rome, we 
had started on our return route from Siena and came via 
Pisa, Genoa, Milan, Como and Stresa. At Iselle, on enquir- 
ing about the Simplon Pass, we gathered that the road was 
bad, but little guessed how bad. At the top of the pass, 
6,591 feet, the road was very rough and no more than a track, 
and when we began to descend our way was between snow 
walls piled up about four feet in places, and at some points, 
where there were tunnels through the rock, long icicles 
hung from the ceiling. The road became more and more 
icy, with sheer drops at the side in many places; it was snow- 
ing and beginning to get dark. To make us feel worse a car 
in front skidded first one way and then the other. We had 
no chains and the only thing was to take it as slowly as 
possible, especially round the hairpin bends. Eventually 
we reached Brig (Brigue), but next morning we found the 
pass had been closed. This pass is normally closed from 
November to early April, so this was not surprising, con- 
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sidering the cold spell of weather then being experienced on 
the Continent as well as in England. 

Our route then took us to such well-known places as 
Montreux, Lausanne, Berne, Thun, Interlaken and Lucerne, 
which no doubt look beautiful in good weather; but 
unfortunately, at this stage of our trip, we hardly saw the 
sun and the tops of the mountains were covered in cloud. 
We did, however, enjoy the Swiss food after that of Italy, 
which we found much too oily to be enjoyable. 

We crossed the Swiss frontier into France at Basle and 
travelled through the Alsace-Lorraine region, stopping a 
night at Sarrebourg. We had filled up with petrol before 
leaving Switzerland, and did not fill up again until we reached 
Belgium. From Luxembourg we followed practically the 
same route as on the outward journey, having a look at 
Bruges en route and returning by the mail boat from Ostend 
instead of by the ferry from Dunkirk. 


Swing Time 


At Ostend the car was loaded by crane and, although the 
owner had some qualms about her car being swung up in 
the air, there did not seem much to worry about, as this 
appears to be very simply and yet carefully carried out. One 
disadvantage was that we had to wait some considerable time 
on the quayside at Dover for the car to be unloaded. 

The Austin had done very well, requiring very little oil 
and water. We had one puncture, fortunately in the heart 
of Florence and not on an Alpine pass, which was very 
expeditiously repaired at a garage in the town at the 
amazingly low cost of about 3s 6d. On the other hand we 
found Italy the most expensive country for petrol. We were 
given, at the bureau de change at the Austrian border, a very 
useful little book issued by the Shell company, which gives 
a large number of phrases in many different languages, in- 
cluding motoring requirements. This was particularly useful 
when getting our tyre pressures checked, as it also gives the 
equivalents of Ib per square inch in kg per square centi- 
metre. We had very little difficulty in making ourselves 
understood in the different countries, and in many of the 

hotels and shops we found that English was understood, 
although our amateurish French was sometimes helpful. 


At the Lido, Venice, the island guarding the harbour from the 
Adriatic, which is quite a town on its own, a different form 
of transport is sampled. 


The roads were all extremely well signposted and we ex- 
perienced no difficulty in following our route; in fact, the 
signposts are much clearer than many in England. We had 
not felt strange driving on the right of the road, but, of 
course, as I think is generally agreed, it is a little more 
difficult overtaking with a right-hand drive car, and here 
the front passenger can be helpful. Customs formalities at 
the frontiers had been simple and had never delayed us 
more than a few minutes.

LIGHTS AND LEGALITY 


HE zebra is becoming a tempera- 
mental beast, insistent on its lights. 
In the House Commons last 
week Mr. Henry Brooke moved to annul 
the Pedestrian Crossings Regulations, 
1954, for he said that it was vital that 
people using zebra crossings should 
know that on July 1, when the regula- 
tions were to come into force, the legal 
status of the crossings and the protection 
enjoyed by the pedestrians for the past 
three years would be changed. The 
zebra crossing would lose its legal status 
if two beacons were not lit and flashing 
by day as well as by night. Most people 
did not realize this. 
Mr. Molson, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Transport, said 


that the regulations were not so easily 
understood as they might have been. It 
was generally wiser to lay down some 
simple and general rules of universal 
application. Since the purpose of the 
lights was to indicate to approaching 
motorists that there was a pedestrian 
crossing, if the lights were not, in 
fact, alight it was better to provide that 
there was no pedestrian crossing crrying 
with i particular rights. In { any 
driver who saw a pedestrian crossing the 
road anywhere was under a legal obliga- 
tion to drive with reasonable care, and 
naturally the suggestion that because the 
lights were out the driver would be 
entitled to drive on and deliberately mow

HE very title “ Mille Miglia” is one which carries an 

aura of furious speed about it; since the first event 
bearing this name was run in 1927, it has had the 
reputation of being at one and the same time the most diffi- 
cult, most thrilling and most dangerous of all the races in 
the international calendar. It is often a matter of some sur- 
prise to the casual inquirer that a race in Italy, where the 
standard unit of distance is the kilometre (as elsewhere on 
the Continent) should be called the “ thousand mile race”; 
but, of course, the mile was originally a Roman invention, 
and the use of the Italian word for it certainly makes an 
effective and euphonious title for the race. Incidentally, the 
Italian town of Ventimiglia on the Riviera was originally, 
I fancy, so called because it was twenty miles from the 
frontier in those days. 

The race owes its existence and its importance to the 
enthusiasm and drive of three men: Count Aymo Maggi, 
Renzo Castagneto and the late Franco Mazzotti, in memory 
of whom the principal trophy is now named. Count Maggi 
is still very much concerned in the organization of the event; 
Castagneto has been clerk of the course for every Mille 
Miglia held, and still, by tradition, starts off the first car 
each year, wearing the bowler hat which formed his head- 
gear on the first occasion of all 27 years ago. 

That first race was won by the famous Italian driver 
Minoia at the wheel of an O.M.; he took just over 21 hours

to complete the course, averaging almost exactly 48 m.p.h. 
in the process. Last year Giannino Marzotto covered the 
same distance (not quite the same route, and nowadays in 
the reverse direction) in 10h 37m 19s at an average speed of 
88.45 m.p.h.; such is progress. This year the route was 
lengthened slightly by the inclusion of the diversion to 
Mantua, home town of Nuvolari, and the average speed fell 
slightly to 86.2 m.p.h.; the weather was also much worse 
than last year’s. On only one occasion in its history has the 
race been won by a non-Italian car and driver: in 1931, 
when victory went to Rudolf Caracciola in his famous white 
38-250 supercharged Mercedes-Benz. (In 1940 the winner 
was von Hanstein’s B.M.W.: but in that wartime year the 
race was run over a much smaller closed circuit, at a much 
higher average speed, and can hardly be counted as a 
genuine Mille Miglia for the purposes of analysis.) 

Looking back through the results of the earlier races, it 
is striking to see familiar names in the list, not only among 
the celebrated drivers who scored successes in those days, 
but also among their intrepid passengers. For instance, the 
passenger and possibly co-driver to Campari duri his 
winning Alfa Romeo runs in 1928 and 1929 was ‘Giulio 
Ramponi, at the time a well-known member of the Alfa 
team of drivers, later team manager for the Scuderia Ferrari 
in its early days (that is, before World War II and with 
Alfa Romeo cars) and now a tuning specialist in London 
and well known in connection with the racing side of Lodge 
plugs. Passenger in the Alfas of Marinoni (4th in 1928) and 
Nuvolari (1930 winner), was Guidotti, now in charge of Alfa 
Romeo competition activities, while Varzi’s companion 
when he took third place in 1929 was Colombo, who in 
recent years seems to have had a hand in the design of almost 
every Italian racing marque and is now with Bugatti. 

Fifth place in 1934 went to the Maserati of Taruffi, still 
well in the news; and as his companion he had Bertocchi, 
now the chief mechanic and head tester of the Maserati con- 
cern. And when Farina finished second in Alfa Romeos in 
both 1936 and 1937 he had with him Meazza, now the chief 
mechanic to the Ferrari stable. But history does not relate, 
and I would love to know, the identity of the couple who 
finished fifth in 1937 and sixth in 1938 under the pseudo- 
nyms of Ventuno and Ventidue—Messrs. 21 and 22! 

However, back to this year’s race: the 21st Mille Miglia, 
run on May 1 and 2, 1954. The story of the race was told 
three weeks ago; how the principal contestants for first place 
this year were Lancia and Ferrari; how Farina crashed his 
Ferrari in the early stages; how the Lancias dropped out 
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One victim of the Mille Miglia; this Lancia Aurelia somer- 
saulted into a field. The back was smashed, but the bonnet 
and front were untouched 


one by one until only that of Ascari remained, leading from 
two big Ferraris which were catching him up relentlessly— 
and how, finally, the Ferraris fell out before the end, leaving 
Ascari a clear winner of his first Mille Miglia, and the first 
to be won by Lancia, with second and third places occupied 
by the two cars which were also locked in combat for 
honours in the 2-litre sports class. These weré Musso’s 
Maserati and the new Ferrari Mondial driven by Vittorio 
Marzotto, and their private duel was finally settled in favour 
of the latter by a mere nine seconds, after a thousand miles 
of racing! 

This year Britain did not, alas, figure at all high in the 
results sheet. Our principal hopes, the two cars of the well-

prepared and organized Aston Martin team, each climbed 
up to fifth place in turn at different stages of the race, only 
to be put out by crashes. First British car to finish was a 
Jaguar’ XK120 hard-top coupé in the Gran Turismo 
category; driven by the Belgian rally specialists Gendebien 
and Fraikin, this came home in 21st position in the general 
classification. Two places behind it was Lance Macklin, 
driving alone in his first Mille Miglia in the only Austin- 
Healey to complete the distance. Two Triumph TR2s 
finished, that of Gatsonides in 28th place and that of Leslie 
Brooke and Jack Fairman in 64th place. Of the 372 starters 
this year (fractionally over 100 fewer than last year) there 
were 180 finishers; each year the toll of retirements seems to 
remain fairly constant at around fifty per cent. 

For me, the 21st Mille Miglia is a memory of—as always 
—an intensely interesting journey. Brescia, for days before 
the race itself, is a seething mass of humanity in the Piazza 
Vittoria struggling to see the cars as they are scrutineered 
and—more important, for most of the onlookers—to see 
their drivers, who evoke a sort of film star hero-worship 
among the Italian populace. The number of autograph 
hunters is almost as many as in Ulster, which always seems 
to house the highest proportion of this species in the British 
Isles. 

One rather humorous aspect of this year’s race was the 
entry of two Ferraris with adjacent numbers to be driven by 
de Graffenried and John Fitch; one of them was somewhat 
camouflaged with an ornate badge, with chromium strips, 
and dummy dual exhaust pipes on each side, and was alleged 
to be a fictitious marque called the Borano; these two cars 

were playing parts in a film at 
present being made of Hans 
Ruesch’s book The Racer, in which 
Kirk Douglas will play a leading 
role. They duly started in the race 
and rushed smartly past a battery 
of cameras; but they went only ten 
miles down the road and then 
stopped, their function fulfilled! 
Incidentally, for the same film, a 
fairly elaborate reconstruction of 
part of a Monaco sports car race is 
to be made this year—grandstands, 
crowds, and all—under the super- 
vision of Louis Chiron. 

On the afternoon of the Saturday 
in the evening of which the first cars 
left Brescia, I drove down to 
Ravenna, 185 miles away, and saw 
the cars through there. Returning 
to Brescia up the course after the 


Farina’s wrecked 4.9-litre Ferrari after

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road is opened is always interesting, for there are inevitably 
cars which have retired or crashed to look at; but it is 
impossible to delay for too long, or the competitors will 
have completed their round-Italy tour and arrived back in 
Brescia before’ you! The scene of enthusiasm on Ascari’s 
arrival at Brescia was indescribable, and crowd control almost 
impossible; but, remarkably, no accidents occurred. Of 
course, Ascari’s big lead made it possible to announce him 
as the winner immediately on his arrival, for no competitor 
starting after him had a hope of catching him on the last 
leg; this is not always so in this race, in which competitors 
start at minute intervals, and it is not a matter of “first 
one past the post is the winnah! ” 

After all the tumult and shouting had died, and I had 
successfully—but only just—caught an aeroplane with the 
race story and photographs, I went down to the pleasant 
Italian town of Modena, home of both Maserati and Ferrari 
cars. Here almost the first person seen was Stirling Moss, 
anxiously awaiting the completion of his new Grand Prix 
Maserati; so off we went to the factory to investigate 
progress. The Maserati concern is housed in a 
well-built modern factory; it contains machine 
shops, assembly shops, test house and the usual #@ 
offices, while heat treatment is carried out there, 7 
but not foundry work or the actual tubular = 
chassis construction. The buik of the output 
of the factory consists of high-grade milling 
machines, which have a considerable reputa- 
tion; in fact, an associated company is to handle 
them in the U.S.A. 


Holdings Sold 


There are now no Maseratis in the firm 
(human, not metal); some time ago the Maserati 
brothers sold out their holdings in the company, 
and now control the fortunes of the Osca con- 
cern in Bologna. The Maserati firm is now 
directed by Signor Orsi (reputed to be the fourth 
richest man in Italy) and his son. There is 
another Maserati firm which produces sparking 
plugs and batteries, but the connection between 
the two is virtually non-existent. At present 
the car production of the Modena establish- 
ment is largely composed of the well-tried 2-litre 
sports cars (one of which is racing in this country, owned 
and entered by S. G. Greene) but several formula | chassis 
were to be seen in course of construction at the time of my 
visit, and that for Mess was completed. 

This chassis is a multi-tube structure, the front suspen- 
sion being by double wishbones and coil springs, while 
at the rear a de Dion layout is used in conjunction with 
a transverse leaf spring. This spring is located between 
two pairs of roller clamps, so that its whole length is 
available for suspension deflection, while the clamps resist 
any tendency of the car to roll; at the front end a con- 
ventional anti-roll bar is fitted. The engine is a six- 
cylinder 24-litre unit, crankcase and cylinder block being 
of aluminium alloy with cast iron liners; the steel crank- 
shaft (machined, complete with balance weights, from a 
solid billet) is carried in seven main bearings of the 
Vandervell thin wall variety. The aluminium cylinder head 
is detachable, and the twin o.h.c. 
gear driven; the valves are set at 
an included angle of 80 degrees. 
Ignition is by two magnetos fir- 
ing two plugs per cylinder, car- 
buration by three double-choke 
Weber horizontal carburettors. 
The power output of this unit is 
stated to be 245 b.h.p. at 7,200 
r.p.m. on a compression ratio of 
12 to 1.

evidence. The 24-litre sports car which made an unsuc- 
cessful debut in the Mille Miglia used what might be called 
the prototype of this frame with a detuned version of the 
formula 1 engine. 

Prominent on the design side at Maseratis are Signors 
Colotti, Alfieri and Bellentani. The first of these is 
responsible for chassis, suspension and transmission design; 
but when I queried who was the engine designer, all I 
could get were shrugs and smiles and the information that 
it was a Maserati design—“ We work as a team! ” 

My second visit was, of course, to Ferrari, at the modern 
factory at Maranello, about eight miles frorn Modena. 
Here they were a little more reticent; I had a long talk 
with Enzo Ferrari himself and with his chief designer, 


Aurelio Lampredi, but they would not—for instance—let ° 


me see inside the latest formula 1 Ferraris; I can’t say 
that I blame them! However, the sports versions were 
a different matter, and the design of the new four-cylinder 
2-litre Ferrari Mondial is extremely interesting. 

As with the Maserati, the chassis frame is built up of 
tubes, the front suspension is by double wishbones, and 
the rear axle layout is of the de Dion type. Burt the front 
suspension, like the back, uses a transverse leaf spring, 
and the gear box shafts are longitudinally placed, the casing 
protruding forward of and below that housing the final 
drive. Once more a ZF differential is used. The engine, 
however, is of a very different design. The valves—also 
operated by twin o.h.c—are nearer the vertical, the 
included angle being in the vicinity of 70 degrees; there 
is no detachable cylinder head, and the cylinder liners are 
externally threaded at their top ends and screw up into 
the combined block and head casting. This engine 
develops in the region of 175 b.h.p. on a compression ratio 
of 8.5 to 1. 


The engine of the new Ferrari Mondial sports car. Mounted 
vertically at the front are two magnetos (two plugs per 
cylinder) with the dynamo between them 
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The big 4.9-litre sports Ferrari which ran in the Mille 
Miglia and at Silverstone has a chassis which is something 
like a scaled-up version of the Mondial; unlike the older 
4.1-litre and 4.5-litre sports Ferrari models, it has now 
a de Dion rear axle layout. The power output is 345 b.h.p. 
—some sports car! All these Ferrari sports models have 
enormous drum brakes, conventionally mounted outboard 
at the wheels; they have not experimented with the inboard 
front brake layout used successfully by Lancia, but Signor 
Lampredi did tell me that they have been working on a 
disc brake layout of their own design. 

The Maranello factory now has a new non-ferrous 
foundry, in which most of the complex light-alloy castings 
which form so great a part of modern racing and sports 
car designs are produced. The entire works is beautifully 
clean, well equipped and well lit, and Ferrari is justly 
proud of it. Incidentally, he spoke very highly of Mike

Hawthorn, saying that he looked forward to seeing him 
as world champion of the future—a compliment indeed! 
We finished by talking of Le Mans, and in this connection 
Enzo Ferrari made the interesting remark that he con- 
sidered the Aston Martin a greater challenge than the 
Lagonda in spite of its smaller size: “for we have a lot 
of experience with twelve-cylinder engines, and it takes a 
long time to perfect such a design.” 

From Italy I went right across France to watch the 
Bordeaux G.P.; finally I left Bordeaux at 8.45 a.m. on the 
Monday morning, and covered 540 miles that day to catch 
the night ferry from Dunkirk. That included a magnifi- 
cent lunch in Tours, and a visit to Le Mans—but that 
is another story. In all, my Sunbeam-Talbot 90 had 
covered 3,250 miles in the fortnight since I left London, 
with no trouble and no complaints on either side

Oil Consumption 
An Economical Austin 


[65647.]}—I have been following with great interest the corre- 
spondence on the question of excessive oil consumption in so- 
called “economy cars.” 

I have a July, 1953, Austin A.40 saloon. After I had completed 
ibout 5,000 miles the oil consumption was somewhere in the 
region of six pints between changes (this is done every 2,000 
miles). 

Naturally I was very perturbed about this and took the matter 
up with my local Austin agents. They told me that there was 
little they could do about it and they were sure that the manu- 
facturers would not consider the consumption excessive. 

I was not satisfied with this, so I wrote direct to the Austin 
company. They answered on the following lines. They 
confirmed that this consumption (seven pints per 2,000 miles 
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continued 


is within the officially accepted figures and compares quite 
favourably with the expected consumption for this model. In 
fact, they advised me that a consumption of as much as 1,600 
miles per gallon is considered by them to be quite in order since 
it is essential, in fast revving engines of this type, that there 
should be a fair consumption; in fact, this is designed for

The Effect of a New Set of Pistons

[65648.|—I note with interest the correspondence 
of May 14 regarding oil consumption and 
[65518] from “ Scottish Motorist.” 

My firm took delivery of a new car, of a well-known make, in 
February, 1952. When the car had done under 8,000 miles | 
noticed that the oil consumption was approximately a quart 
every 450 miles. Being very concerned about this, I wrote to the 
makers who, in reply, stated: “We would mention that a quart 
per 500 miles, i.e., 2,000 m.p.g., is a perfectly normal consump- 
tion. Therefore there is no cause whatsoever for concern on this 
occasion.” 

I discussed the matter with the garage which looks after the 
servicing of the car, and it was suggested that the pistons be 
changed at a mileage of 13,145. A complete set of six Hepolite 
pistons and rings was fitted. The car has now done 31,667 
miles and the oil consumption is almost nil in over 18,500 miles 
As a matter of fact, it would be correct to state that, at the most, 
four pints of oil have been added in this period, and on one 
occasion it was through a leak from the Fram by-pass filter which 
has been fitted as an extra to the car. On a recent check on the 
oil one pint was added in 1,600 miles. 

The car is on the road all the time and covers a fair mileage, 
and at times is driven fairly hard. The engine oil is changed 
regularly at 2,000-mile intervals and gear box and rear axle at 
4,000-mile intervals. I was so pleased with the performance 
that, after a few months with the new pistons, I wrote to the 
makers of the pistons. ALASTAIR C. CROCKATT.

And the Flea-ridden Railway Sleeper 


[65649.}—In reply to Mr. I. Asbury’s letter [65580] published 
in The Autocar of April 23. I had similar “ satisfaction” from 
the manufacturers of a new car of famous make. The similarity 
of the reply he received to that which was given to me recalls 
the classic story of the traveller who complained to the railway 
company that there were fleas in his sleeper, and who received a 
well-composed and soothing letter which satisfied him—until he 
saw, pinned to it, his original complaint with the inscription, 
“Send the old fool our ‘ bug’ letter.” 

After spending nearly £200 seeking a remedy (I am stationed 
abroad), I sold the car for less than I gave for it and purchased a 
Humber Hawk, of which I cannot speak too highly in every 
respect, including oil consumption. I recently did a straight run 
of over 800 miles across France without having to add oil to an 
engine which had 30,000 miles to its credit. 

If it be true that present-day high-speed, high-efficiency 
engines consume more oil, and that a consumption of one pint 
to 200 miles is satisfactory, this must apply to other makes 
besides the “famous make” in question, unless it is to be 
inferred that other cars are not furnished with modern highly 
efficient engines. The editorial note, may I say with all respect, 
would carry more weight if the excellent reports of The Autocar 
Road Tests of new cars showed that oil consumption at the rate 
quoted was common to the majority of modern makes. To take 
the Rover 75; the company states that the oil consumption is 
1,500 miles per gallon; many of my colleagues who have new 
Rovers assure me that the oil consumption of their cars is 
negligible 

One final word. The heavy oil consumption about which the 
“famous ” company is so complacent may not be too alarming in 
the United Kingdom where good quality oil is readily available 
at a reasonable price. Heavy oil consumption is, however, tragic 
when one has to pay a high price for an inferior type of oil 
outside the United Kingdom ~ OLE.

EDINBURGH 


T one minute past eight on the even 
ing of May 21 the first of 48 
starters—34 cars and 14 motor 
cycles—in the M.C.C.’s 50th Edinburgh 
commemoration run headed north from 
the G.P.O., London. Twenty-four hours 
later all but three of the starters were in 
Edinburgh, 397 miles away. It was a very 
great pity that the two oldest cars entered, 
1 1902 Panhard et Levassor driven by 
Roy Clarkson, and Jf. | Ford’s 1907 
Lanchester, got no farther north than 
Hitchin and Grantham respectively. How 
ever, the honour of the veterans was most 
ably upheld by George Simpson and 
Henry Alexander, who shared the driving 
of the former’s 1910 Model T Ford, and 
R. Gore, whose tiny 6 h.p. Le Zébre was 
last-minute substitute for his M.G. TD 
Heavy rain and a chilling wind had 
made conditions rather uncomfortable for 
the crews of these two old ‘uns, open as 
they were to the elements, but they didn’t 
seem to mind.

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N interesting point has arisen as a 
result of the recent big Silver- 
stone meeting; it will be remem- 

bered that Gonzalez’ Ferrari broke 
down just before the start of the final 
in the main event, and that he there- 
upon took over the wheel of Trintig- 
nant’s car, with which he proceeded to 
win fairly easily. Second and third 
places went to the Gordinis of Jean 
Behra and André Simon. Now, on the 
return to France of Amedée Gordini 
and Jean Behra, they were quoted in a 
French paper as having expressed some 
dissatisfaction with the result. 

In fact, Behra is alleged to have said 
that he did not believe that there was 
anything wrong with Gonzalez’ car at 
all, and that the change was made 
merely to get Gonzalez in the car which 
was in the front row of the grid. His 
contention was that as the order for the 
starting grid of the final was deter- 
mined by the finishing times, in each 
heat, of the combination of each driver 
and his car, the combination of Gon- 
zalez’ and Trintignant’s car (having no

such time as an entity) should have 
been relegated to the back row. Alter- 
natively, he suggested that Trintignant 
should have been made to start in the 
final, then stopping to change drivers 
and put Gonzalez in the seat; naturally, 
either of these manceuvres would have 
been greatly to the possible advantage 
of the Gordini équipe. 

This raises an interesting question 
For the heats the practice times count, 
and they must be those of each driver 
in the car in which he is going to com- 
pete in the race (otherwise, Gonzalez 
could have practised in each Ferrari in 
turn and put them all in the front row). 
On the other hand, a change of driver 
during the race is quite within the 
regulations; and it can be argued that 
the event comprised the two heats and 
the final, so that a legitimate change 
was thus made. Personally, I am 
inclined to think that the affair was 
quite in order (though I would not 
have quarrelled with the organizers had 
they decided that Gonzalez must start 
in his original position in the third row 
in the final, even with the other car). 
Nor do I think that the race result 
would have been likely to have been 
any different in whichever row he had 
started ! 

As for Gonzalez’ original car, the 
new-type Ferrari, I am naturally not in 
a position to say definitely whether or 
not it had blown up. But I rather 
think it had; certainiy Signor Ugolini, 
the Ferrari team manager, was in a 
most unusually ruffled state during those 
few minutes, nor did the mechanics 
look exactly happy. Nevertheless, some- 
one did tell me that the car vas started
